Much has been said concerning the productive- 
ness of cows of different breeds, but very little 
has been advaneed about the cost of production. 
Were the expense of feeding and its product, 
| placed side by side in all instances, better esti- 
mates could be arrived at as to the intrinsic 
value of the animals, and of their adaptability to 
governing circumstances. No one breed of cattle 
is adapted in the best possible manner for tho 
dairy and the shambles. These two qualities 
cannot be perfectly combined in one animal, 
and should not be attempted; and the farmer 
who does make such an effurt can never advance 
the reputation of his stock either for the dairy 
or the butcher. He lingers, like Mahomet’s 
coffin, between heaven and earth—hetween the 
barbarism of mere cattle keeping, and the science 
of cattle culture—and touches neither in his 
practical existence. 

The system of the Ayrshire farmer, in feeding 
his cattle, is founded upon a solid productive 
principle, directed towards the accomplishment 
of one decided result, and not designed for the 
establishment of two which conflict in their 
very natures.

Northern Spy—Should not graft largely of 
this at present, it is not decided hy experience 
how it will do in Maine. In its native locality 
if highly cultivated, it is a noble apple, if the 
tree is neglected it isa very mean apple. Rib- 
ston Pippin is a capital apple, and does better 
in Maine than any where in the U.S. Baldwin 
does well ig Maine, no fruit tree among us will 
stand so much neglect and abuse, and at the 
same time produce as well as the Baldwin. 
Roxbury Russet is a profitable apple but likes a 
strong, somewhat moist soil. Win Russet, this 
is a native and good apple, but requires a little 
more trial to establish the whole character of it. 
Rhode Island Greening on a strong loam is first 
rate: Stevens’ Gilliflower is a native. and a 
handsome apple, but requires further trial. 
Fairbanks, a native, and an excellent fall apple, 
and has been well tested in Kennebec. Briggs’ 
Auburn, this is a native and prime apple, is a 
fall apple, but has been kept till March. Moses 
Wood, a native, and a good early fall apple, tree 
requires good strong loamy soil. Winthrop 
Pearmain, another native, large, excellent fall 
and early winter apple. Builey’s Golden Sweet, 
is a native and a noble apple, but it is a mis- 
take about its being sweet, it is a pleasant sub- 
acid.

CULTURE OF PIE PLANT. 

All who have had any experience in the mat-| 
ter, are fully convinced of the Juxury and health-| 
fulness of fresh and succulent substances for | 
pies at all times of the year. Yet the idea has| 
never suggested itself to many, or if it has it is! 
not practised upon, that acycle of such sub-| 
atances may be had so as to furnish fresh mate- | 
terial through the year.

In Ayrshire, in the western portion of Scot- 
land, great attention is paid to the breeding of 
dairy stock, and its management, of course, 
forms a matter of coeval importance. Their 
manner of feeding is the fullowing :—During the 
winter months the cows are supplied with 
boiled, or steamed fond, twice per day, in the 
morning and in the evening—whether yielding 


miik or otherwise. This boiled or steamed mess 
is composed of oat or wheat chaff, or cut hay 
or straw, and roots of some sort—potatoes, 


carrots or turnips—cut fine by machinery—and 
sometimes bean-meal is used instead ef the roots, 
and also along with them. Indian meal is 
equally good in the latter respect. The mess is 
well seasoned with salt ; and is nade instrument- 
al, in the proper seasons, for the application of 
cooling mixtures and physics which climacteric 
exigencies may require. The fodder of the 
cattle, when dry, is generally oat straw; but 
when giving milk itis English hay. The ani- 
mals are kept comfortably warm, and are well 
littered. In all instances a proper regard is 
paid to cleanliness and ventilation. In summer 
the cattle are turned out to the pastures of 
young and sweet grasses cultivated on tho ro

The flow of milk from cows 
so treated is most abundant: and so prone are

The most certain destructive agent for this 
purpose that we have tried, is tobacco smoke. 
When you have a convenient apparatus for ap- 
plying this smoke, such as we described a few 
weeks ago, (Brown's Fumigator,) it can be easily 
used. Any means by which it can be thoroughly 
blown in among the hair, wool, or feathers of 
the animal infested with lice will do. On cattle 
and calves it may be sometimes necessary to 
throw a blanket over the body, and blow the 
smoke under it. It will he necessary to repeat 
the operation three or four times if the vermin 
are very plenty, because the nits will be con- 
tinually hatched out, and new swarms produced 
which should be smoked out in the same man- 
ner as their predecessors were ; and by following 
up the process you will in a short time exter- 
minate them.

SOAK FOR SEED CORN. 

Mr. Eprror :—In the last Patent Office re- 
port, a Vermont writer states that for the last 
five years his practice has been to put two or 
three table-spoonfuls of tar and a small handful 
of salt into one gallon of water, boiling hot, in- 
to which he puts four quarts of seed corn, (se- 
lected from the field as soon as the husks begin 
to turn.) stir briskly about two minutes, then 
drain off the water and stir in as much plaster 
as will stick to the kernel, when it is ready for 
If permitted to remain so long as to be- 
come much dried, it will not sprout so quick. 

He is not at all troubled with crows, and uses 
no lines or scarecrows. In 1849, he planted a 
field of corn, prepared as above stated, leaving 
four rows planted on one side not so prepared. 
The crows pulled almost every hill of the four 
rows of unprepared, and some half-dozen hills of 
the other, but did not eat it.

Grapes. According to My experience, the 
most productive way of growing the American 
Grape, is to let it climb into a tree. In April, 
1839, I planted out some Jsabe/las, from cuttings 
of the previous spring, on the south side of a 
close board fence, and allowed them to run wild, 
for an experiment, into some Peach trees on the 
other or north side of the fence. From that 
period to the present they have never been 
touched by a knife, for I liked to see them riot 
in their native luxuriance. They annually bear 
in immense profusion ; 8° enormously, indeed, 
that it must be witnessed to be credited. They 
have, however, nearly destroyed their support- 
ers, which, of course, I could not prune on ac- 
count of the grapes; but the latter hide the 
long, naked branches of the peaches consequent 
upon the disuetude of the pruning knife.

It will be equally so 
as long as cattle are tied up in winter, in barns, 
(where the thermometer will range from 30 de- 
grees above to 30 degrees below zero.) and fed 
on coarse meadow hay and aquatic grasses, with 
just as many roots, given cold, frozen and raw, 
‘as will do to swear by’’—as the saying has it. 
No carrying, cleaning or bedding soon leaves 
cattle a covering of filth, which impedes, or 
neutralizes a healthy, porous circulation, and 
thus neither the external or internal organs can 
be in a condition to enable the animal to ‘‘satisfy 
expectation’’—no matter what its ability under 
proper management. 

Yet this latter system is a very prevalent one 
throughout Massachusetts, and may he found in 
full operation in Middlesex County ; but, let me 
say to my farming friends, they will never find it 
profitable in the production either of milk, beef, 
or manure—which will all be of a poor quality— 
the latter scarcely worth the hauling out to the 
fields. Unphilosophical and barbarous as the

Feeprxc Poutrry. Professor Gregory of Ab- 
erdeen, in a letter to a friend, observes :—‘‘ As 
I suppose you keep poultry, I may tell you that 
it bas been ascertained that if you mix with 
their food a sufficient quantity of egg-shells or 
chalk, which they eat greedily, they will lay 
twice or thrice as many eggsas before. A well- 
fed fowl is disposed to lay a large number of 
eggs, but cannot do so witbout the materials of 
the shells, however nourishing in other respects 
her food may be ; indeed, a fowl fed on food and 
water, free from carbonate of lime, and not 
finding any in the soil, or in the shape of mortar, 
which they often eat on the walls, would lay 
no eggs at all with the best will in the world.”’

the one in highest estimation of value ; for, judg- 
| ing from the statements made in agricultural re- 
ports concerning the productiveness of cows, it 


enabled to keep animal life and its treatment 
together on the smallest possible amount of food, 
of the meanest kind, and shelter and management 
to match, and yet make it produce milk. Animals 
that would produce large quantities of milk un- 
der such want of rational system in feeding and 
treatment would certainly be more productive un- 
der the Ayrshire system ; and, (placing human- 
ity and the “almighty dollar’’ on an equality) 
would be, in all prohability more profitable and 
less likely to ‘‘disappoint the expectations of 
their owners.”’ 

It is of the highest consequence that the 
farmer should possess the breed of animals best 
suited fur his purpose, and to the ar seo 
of his location in a physical aspect ; for without 
somé attention to these matters, the best sys- 
tems of feeding and management will fail to ac- 
complish his object in the best possible manner. 
A cow whose form and organism generally, is well

| The Ayrshire farmer also provides 
| comfortable accommodation for his cattle, taking 
leare to preserve a regular temperature, in 
| which their blood will circulate freely, and every 
| pore of the skin, and organ of the body, will 
| perform their functions under natural conditions. 
He also takes care to give his cattle a liberal 
supply of dairy food when they are dry ; for his 
knowledge readily teaches him that, if he allows 
them to full in condition during that period, 
their milk will be diminished in proportion 
(after parturition) to the amount of saving in 
keep—and a greatdeal more. Consequently he 
acts upon a different principle than the one too 
common among us of giving our cattle just what 
will bring them through the winter with the 
life in them. A milch cow must have good 
bourd and lodging all the year round if her 
owner does not intend to patronise the penny 
wise and pound foolish system of domestic 
economy which prevails so extensively. I agreo 
with some of your correspondents in recent 
numbers of the New England Cultivator that 
good cows are the creation of good treatment 
and good managementalone. 

I would wish to draw the attention of farmers 
to the facts—that animals which have descended 
from well fed, and well treated ancestors, re- 
quire better management to keep them up to 
their perfection than those of an opposite kind ; 
and, that it is not a question of interest, in any 
shape, with the public to know or understand 
upon how many straws a good animal can be 
made to exist. The point to he practically eluci- 
dated is—what systems of feeding and manage- 
ment can the more fully develope the various 
properties of cattle, for the dairy, and for the 
shambles? I have already stated my opinion 
on the futility of attempting to combine the two 
properties in one animal. I fully coincide with 
the Ayrshire farmers in the systems they pursue. 
In this connection I may mention that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to observe great carein the 
milking process. If the milk is not drawn quickly 
from a cow, and none of it left to be reabsorbed, 
it is well ; but, if the contrary, and a portion of 
the lacteal fluid remains in the udder, it is apt 
to derange that organ; and were this risk 
nothing to fear from, no more milk will be gener- 
ated than is necessary to supply the place of the 
quantity withdrawn, consequently what has 
been carelessly left in the milk vessel doubles its 
loss to the farmer. This isa very important 
particdlar, and one on which a very useful chap- 
ter could be written. 

Recurring to the subject of temperature, I 
should deem ita well known fact that a due 
warmth is equivalent to a certain portion of food. 
Exposure toa low temperature dissipates the 
animal heat in the same manner, as heat is driven 
from any other body similarly situated. The 
natural temperature of the body must be kept up 
or the animal will decline or perish. If situation 
and food are deficient in furnishing the animal 
with heat, the supply must come from a waste 
of the physical system, which will result in dis- 
ease and death; or at least so predispose the 
animal to the accession of ailments as to make 
‘satisfied expectation’’ stand on the wrong side 
of the ledger. To sustain cattle in proper con- 
dition to withstand ailments, and perform their 
functions satisfactorily, requires a supply of food 
proportioned to the degree of culd to which they 
are exposed ; and it is therefure obvious that. by 
avoiding all undue exposure to cold, food in pro- 

i ill be saved. 

ee Sa I forget that there is come atten- 
tion to be paid to the male animals from which 
we intend to breed. These should always have 
a concentrated, nutritious food, during the year, 
and not be fed by what abdominal extension is 
almost alone produced, and consequent deprecia- 
tion, as may readily be conceived. If there is 
une defect in the breeding department it is in 
the carelessness with which male animals are 
selected and treated ; but I have said enough for 
one communication.

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A RAILROAD TO BELGRADE. 

Since the act organizing a new county, called 
Androscoggin, of which Lewiston is to be the 
shire town, we find there is a desire among the 
business men in many of the towns, on the line 
of the Androscoggin and Kennebec Railroad, 
which passes through Lewiston to Waterville, 
but which still belong to Kennebec, to be set 
on to the new county. The reason is this: they 
can go and come from that shire town in less 
time, and with less expense and more facility, 
than they can now go to and from Augusta. 

This facility of communication is an im- 
portant consideration, and it is altogether pro- 
bable, that some of the towns in the above see- 
tion, will be found petitioning another year, to 
be set off on to Androscoggin County. Kenne- 
bee has been shorn pretty well of her ancient 
domain as u county, and we should be loth to 
part with any more towns, 

At the same time it will become a matter of 
prudent enquiry how the facilities of inter-con- 
munication shall be increased. A railroad from 
Augusta to Belgrade, (8 miles,) would obviate 
the troubles complained of, and not only be 
serviceable on account of connecting the shire 
town with the Western section of the county, 
but also be useful for general purposes of freiglit 
and passengers from the Northwest parts of 
the State. 

We do not know what such a road would 
actually cost, but it ought not to cost over 
$100,000. It is true, this part of the commu- 
nity are pretty well loaded with Railroad stock, 
but we have no doubt that a branch froin Bel- 
grade to Augusta would ultimately be good 
stock, always be of great benefit to the travelling 
and business community. 








OYSTER BUSINESS. 

We see there is an act before the Legislature, 
providing fur the planting and preserving oysters 
in St. George's River. We hope this business 
will proceed. It is probable that oysters were 
once gathered in some of the waters of Maine. 
If not, from whence came the immense bed of 
oyster shells in Damariscotta? The whole sys- 
tem or philosophy of raising this excellent shell- 
fish is not yet known. A great deal of research 
and many experiments are needed before it ean 
all become perfectly understood. Are the waters 
in Maine different in cow position or temperature, 
than the waters of those northern rivers where 
the oysters abound, as in Connecticut and Rhode 
Island for instance ? 

Does the peculiarity of the bottom of the 
rivers have anything to du with their successful 
production? These and many other questions 
arise in regard to the business. 

One not acquainted with the oyster trade can 
have little idea of its extent or profit. In the 
single port of New Iaven alone, from 150 to 200 
vessels, mostly schouners, are employed in 
transporting oysters. The cargoes vary from 
200 to 600 bushels.

LuMBERiNG ON THE PENosscot. Two hundred 
millions of lumber are annually cut and put into 
the Penobscot waters. There ure at present on 
the river above Bangor, in running order, 156 
single saws, and 30 gangs, capable of cutting 
1,800,000 every twenty-four hours. One of the 
largest eperacee—Rules Dwinal, owns 20 saws, 
including four gangs, manufactures twenty mil- 
lions yearly, and has in his ssion the **snug 
little lot’’ of three hundred thousand acres of 
land on the Penobscot and neighboring rivers. 
W. HL. Smith & Co., during the last season, had 
alot of Pine timber to the amount of three 
millions drove into the Penobscot Boom, on 
which the cost advanced in cash, for hauling 
and driving. was $30,000, and for stumpage they 
paid $8 per M.,. in addition to the foreguing. 
‘The logs were large, but little more than two to 
the M., and sold for $22 per M., in the boom. 

The Penobscot Boom Corporation was first 
chartered in 1832, being at that time composed of 
a few of the pioneer lumbermen of that river. 
Subsequently, Gen. Veazie purchased it of the 
original proprietors, and in 1847 the present 
owner purchased it of Veazie, and paid dherefur 
fifty-five thousand, to which add the expenses of 
additional works, the whole amount now in- 
vested is upwards of one million of dvllars. 
The Boom rans lengthwise of the river and is 
six miles long! 2,000,000 of lumber—seventy 
eight tons of iron, and upwards of 1000 cords of 
stone were used in construction. From 150 to 
300 men and boys are employed upon it during 
the rafting season, and for one other item of ex-

THE BLIND MAN’S WREATH. 


«My boy, my poor blind boy !” 

This sorrowful exclamation broke from the 
lips of Mrs. Owen, as she lay upon the couch 
to which a long and wasting illness had confined 
her, and whence she well knew she was never 
more to rise. 

Her son, the only child of her widowed hearth, 
the sole object of her cares and affections, knelt 

beside her, his face bowed upon her pillow, for 
now only, in a moment of solemn communion 
with his mother, had she revealed the fatal truth, 
and told him she must soon die! He had 
watched, and hoped, and trembled for many 
weary months, but never yet had he admitted 
to himself the possibility of losing her; her 
fading cheek and sunken eye could not reveal 
to him the progress of decay, and so long as the 
loved voice maintained its music to his ear and 
cheered him with promise of improvement so 
long as her hand still clasped his, he had hoped 
she would recover. 

He had been blind since he was three years 
old; stricken by lightning, he had totally lost 
his sight. A dim remembrance of his widowed 
mother’s face, her smoothly braided hair, and 
flowing white dress, was one of the few recol- 
lections entwined with the period before all be- 
came dark to him. 

The boy grew up, tall, slender, delicate, with 
dark, pensive eyes which bore no trace of the 
calamity that had destroyed their powers of 
vision ; gréve, though not sad; dreamy, enthu- 
siastic, and requiting his mother’s care with 
the deepest veneration and tenderness. In the 
first years of his childhood, and whenever his 
education did not take them to London and else- 
where, they had resided near a town on the sea- 
coast in one of the prettiest parts of England. 

Independently of the natural kindness which 
very rarely fails to be shown towards any per- 
son who is blind, there was that about both the 
widow and son which invariably rendered them 
acceptable guests ; for their intellectual resour- 
ces, and powers of conversation, were equally 
diversified and uncommon. Mrs. Owen had 
studied much in order to teach her son, and thus, 
by improving her natural abilities, had become 
a person of no common stamp; her intellectu- 
ality, however, being always subservient to, 
and fitly shadowed by, the superior feminine 
attributes of love, gentleness, and sympathy ; 
for Heaven help the woman in whom these gifts 
are not predominant over any mental endow- 
ments whatsoever ! 

When they walked out together his mother 
took his arm; he was proud of that, he liked 
to fancy he was a support to her, and many pity- 
ing eyes used latterly to follow the figure of the 
widow in the black dress she constantly wore, 
and the tall, pale son on whom she leaned con- 
fidingly, as if striving with a sweet deception 
to convince him that he was indeed the staff of 
her declining strength. But gradually the 
mother’s form grew bent, her step dragged 
wearily along, and the expression of her face 
indicated increasing weakness.

This is one of the most barefaced attempts to 
disguise robbery that I have ever heard of. 
Prince Paskiewitch, who has now taken the 
command of the army, has issued a proclama- 
tion addressed to the inhabitants of Wallachia, 
in which he informs them that he was about to 
deliver them from the presence of the barbarians 
the Turks, whom he states he is about to drive 


beating down that which is truly exalted, but 
by elevating that which is unduly depressed. 
The Gospel turns away from the adventitious 
distinctions of man’s social state, and engages 
itself with his moral condition and relations.

One of them re- 
fused admission to the Russian advanced guard, 
and fired upon them, to which the enemy replied 
with artillery. There can be no doubt that 
should the latter meet with any serious reverses, 
the peasantry would harrass them terribly in 
their retreat, This hatred of Russia is confined 
to no class, and to no district. Itis almost as 
hearty amongst the Wallacians as amongst the 
Turks: and doubtless if the war should continue, 
they will find means of showing it.”
